Continued ctaimunication with the toviet Bloc, where it 
is possible, retaalns a central element of our policy.

The East-West exchange program means a great deal to 
both personal3y and professionally, because I was in on its 
beginnings, and have been close to it since. I had ohe hone: 
and tte headache qf heading the delegation that negotiated 
the original Agreeffleat under which the program began, and then 
took charge of administering the exchani;cs,

Ihe answer is no. Wot sorry at all. Glad in fact, bea .use 
as I have lixlicated the Suimlt aftenaatli makes all t ie more 
necesaaiy the preservation and use of aiy reaaininii channel 
of caamunlcatlon. As a very high official of this govi maeip. 
rsmarfeed not ion;; ago in a confidential lasetlng, ’'If the 
exchange program is a good thing in bad times, it la a bett« 
thing when tliaea get worse." 
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Since there heve been quettdons about the prograri' s 
iagitlaacer, however, it is not surprisli^ that there has ai*o 
been scaae confusion about Its mm^ Ihere is a teni^ncy to 
refer to it as a * cultural" exchange progranu 

It 1e true thft the program includes cultural events, a.iu 
some of them, such as the Moiseyev Ballet, the triumph of 
Van Clibum and the recent success la Moscow of Fair I - ariy ," 
have received vast publicity. But the fact is that tfctmioai, 
ielentific, and induet.rial exchanges, not to mention visits 
between political figures, far outweigh# both in nuo^er and 
Importance, the purelj” cultural. 

Here are soma of ttie cjcetengsB which took place 
last aonthi Economists, macrcaaolucular chemists, city 
planners, high pressure specialists (l do not believe these cie 
salewften), and experts in the fields of food processiai. 
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agriculturtl inforraatlon, grain handling, technical education, 
aut«3oation, nuclear chanictry, matOiematical statistic*, 
chemical fertilisers and prot«ina. 

In the next three months there ehould Le exchanges of

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Ab to the chance of Hmssien miscalculation, titere is sene 
grouMs for believing tiiat premier Khrushchev precipitated t i® 
Berlin Crisis in 19^8 at least in part because he Eidscaicula ad 
the strength and unity of the Western AlUee. Ae receirtly 
Paris it appears tiiat he again miocalcttlated our unity, in 
his effort to divide us there* 

When an American businessman visited Khrushchev a Jew 
months ago his first words were, Tou do not look like a 
capitalist at all. You are not fat," When Deputy Pretiier 
Nikoyan came to sea us the first thing he looked for was a 
depression, and iTiade a number of inquiries before finally' 
accepting thai. we were not hiding one sometdiere.

In the first place, we hare to recognise that this is » 
v«7 long-range hope. The Summit made that clear, Oar 
children are more likely to realize that hope than aq? of ue 
here. In the meantljae we keep our guard high. 

In the second place we auct accept that our ability to 
influence trends within the Soviet Union is sharply limited, 

Hie development of soviet Hussla is a historic moveimBiit of 
vast proportions, and in very large jaeasui-e It is ® e«li“-^a«*rat5.i 
movoiaent.. Earring a major external event. Hire a war, it ia 
the int-ernal forcee sdiich chiefly govern their develepcient. 

Bat in the third place, we know thf t in the ‘oviet Jnlca 
today there la a considerable evolution toward greater IsKilvS. lual 
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freedOTj and there It preeeure for a larger diversion of 
industrial produotion to conauner goods* ISiere is every 
elgn t^e Soviet Qovenvnent at present hae tliese two trends 
fimly under coctrol. But are healthy trendsj and otie* 
they are under wny are difficult to reverse* Personal llt^ei^y 
and eresture coaforte are habit-fonainj, and each habits 
eventually limit the freedm of rulers command national 
resou3Pces for aggressive purposes and raaintein a political 
alnorllgr in power. 

It is signiflcent, in this regard^ that as I noted, 
underlying Soviet foreigh policy has, so far, remained uncbringel 
despite the shift in tone, f'oviet policy, domestic md 
foreign, like tlw pollQr of any count. ly, ie based upcai and 
largely govenied ly the overall trends in their development. 

So one, not even Khrushchev himself, can ignore the limitatSons 
and iagieratlves they create. 
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Bat in the fourth place, al-Wbioueh United State* actionsi 
and policies have only a limited influence over eventB wltMn 
the Soviet Union, still they can have an influence* Ihidoubladlj 
©ur imsst important influence continues to be to limit their 
opportunltiea for ext-eiml adventure, through oa.r own contlr-ied 
strength and resolution, and through sound political and 
eeonciiic policies toward the rest of the world* 

In this case, you see, it is within our power to goverr 
or influence to a degree the limitations and lia|jeratites of 
tlM>lr lives— insuring a heavy penalty for aggression, let us 
siy, or restrtetlas the opportunities for fishir^ in troubled 
iwterB— and neither Khrushchev nor aryone else can ignore 
the facts of life we help create. 

It requires skillful diploraacy, astute political leader-hip, 
and coatinuini, maint.enmce of military strength and worLd-wids 
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i«tee of econcsaic grovrt.h, to seal off opportunities for 
direct or indirect, and to reraov© even c.he 
llluelon of opportxihttios, frmn the Raaelans. Put It can 
be done, and the sooner and better we do it, and the cleai'er- 
we make It that it fa, a been done, the sooner their policy 
and plans must talce accoiint of the situation* 

And within this frame of stability and strtngtii, 
communication between the two sides can contribute grfiaual^j 
and slightly to trends within the Soviet Unicai toward gi^fe r 
freedesa and IrMreased attention to the needs of the people, 
and awey from the impulse to eipanslonj.m and arma;iwnte. 

Ihere is toda;^ in the middle ranges of Soviet society 
greater ferment of new ideas than at any time since tl e eeiSy 
nlmteen thiat-ies* . As I «y, the principal origins ci thie 
ferment are intercal. People are better educated today to 
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meet the nepds of edvamoed technology# edocated people 
think* And the goTcrriMnt itself has within limits 
encouraged liberallisatlon, in order to lift tlie weij^t of 
Staliniem frcm national productivity. But contact with 
©utsiito ideas are? methods has certainly contributed. 

Him oonter of the feraent# the wellspring of the forces 
of change, is th© new elite«'-*the engineers# Joamaliste, 
doctors, artists— -who may or may not be meabere of the partg . 
Ihe preesu"® of their demands MKi feelings is making 
felt on Slkit^ Khrushchev, anc! generating not a revolution but 
a steac^y evolution. StaisiiiBg loxiiwxvdiyxBifziMixeXiattfele 

Ihe question HOW is which influence 
will prove more powerful* the question is which influonco 
we want to strengthen. 
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quit-9 t-he Husslan people have been 

greatly celebrated for cenisuries for their courage, bete 
I^jyslcal, and rart-aphj? sloal* It is the lega<^ of Sostoievsici^ 
Tolstoi and Boris Pasternak. But the people who beai- the 
testaiaent of humanity in that part of the world mut t receiv# 
from us what help we can give, however little that is. 

Would aiy of you here have not t»«n proud to shalso the 
hand of Boris Pasternak? Would anyone here not have ohosen 
to help hlift? 

So that ia the case as I see it in favor of East-tast 
exchange. It can help to prevent tragic niscalculatloa on 
Soviet side, and carplacency or aiscalculation on otix aide. 

It can Increase t-he chance of resolvir^ ism^a. And in the 
maantljae it contritaites, if only marginally, to healthy lon^^' era 
trends— to the caune of humanity— within the Soviet Union. 
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How what io the case against it? What are the dani:erB 
of exchange? 

?he first question that comes to orexyboc^jr* e llpi ia 
•*What about foreign spies? Are we caning our doors t.o 
espionage?** 

Well, you mutf-t remember that Uieir society is a closed 
om, while ours is sui open one. Ihue we have a timendouE 
amount- to learn about them, wheraas they alreac^r know' a giei.fe 
deal about us. Furthermore, the Agrewnent is based ccmiplete ly 
on reciprocity, t hatever delegation we allow tiiem to send, 
they must allow u£ to send a aiaillar om. If their ckiltigafcdon 
TOnts to go to Detroit, fins, providing ours gets to go to

without Increased contact with the outoide their grostftih 
would continue, but at the same time the posaibllitj' of 
adecaloulation either vsy would remain great or increase, and 
healtijy trends within the Soviet Union would be retanted. 

jawitever we do is a gamble and has to be faced as such, 
feers are no sure things.

The third question which can he eeked about a program 
of exchange U whether in time it would not tend to encoaraga 
on the Asierioan side the very fora of aieoalculation It was 
intended to reduce, the assumption that the Eussians are now 
good guys, and we can afford t© relax. 

Mr, Shruehoh^ has told us a number of times eljioe the 
Paris encounter that he hae not abendoapd his policy of 
“peaceful coexist©nce«. ihts ie good aewe to the extent that 
aiy alternative under these ciramastaaoee would probably be 
worse, but this does not mean that t*e Soviet idea of psacefmi. 
coexistence is a product we wmt to hxxy. Coexistence in

But the danger In "coexiGtence” ie not the language 
Itself— it ie onJiy a word, and not a vsiy well-coined one. 
The danger is our response to it, or the lack thereof. If 
the Soviet i^ologists for their internal purposes ne iwi siich 
• S’icb a concept, lot thea have it, Ihat is rxjthing 

to uB. To the extent that it indicate* they are coainf; 
to teitas with reality, it ia a plus. 

we aui,t not do, however, is to yield the ataje t© 
theitt. We ffiuo t not permit them to convince our allies ©r the 
neutralist nations or our own people that a rather fuz*y 
and essentially negative coinage is the key to the future. 
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I Buppoee ycm kaow the tem Stalin originally ua«iu for 
peaceful coexiEtence, when translated literally into Knglitfi, 
laeant "peaceful cohabitation." 

ibat was the Marxian version of tiie Freudian slip. 

Stalin told as imch more than he intended about just what 
fat« be had in mind for us. 

But even if tte term had been coined with honorable 
lntei^< it would not be satisfaotozy from our view. Peace car 
niniiBum t^ims meam ai^r condition short of coodsat, including 
death or slavery. 

Quite properly there has been a good deal of discussion 
recently of the question of national purpose. It is very 
necessary to know whether in fact thie nation does have soae 
purpose bsyohd sitting around, sucking our thumbs anc: tixistlsig 
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It i® not sarprlslnfi that these discussions rmt^rn 
frequently to the phrase "life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness." Ihat, not aerely existing. Is the key to 
ve are here for. 

As for peace, the same is true. We beUeve in peace. 

We are workin^i foi peace. But the peace we want, is net a 
passive but an active state. It is not a condition but a 
drestiom It can only be built ty a poUqy of sti^ngtn and 

resolution, devaloHuent and progress, mid patieiuje, reasonaOieno.»s 
and the willingness to negotiate. 

Ttm danger that we might one relax and become overoe ,u:ir*ni 
is not the result ©f a program of East-^iest exchaxjge. it. ia 
a product of this particular stage of hlstojy, of ;diich 
exchange also 1® a product. If tensions can again be roduoed 
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there is always the dan ,er that we might be taken in cy tlit 
eeexlstenoe line and relax. But if do not diminish the 
current tensions, there is the danger that we will blow 
each other ap. 

So the only defense ie a good offense, ftathcr than 
brooding about the dangers of thie age we mu. t seize its 
opportunities to create the kind of world we want. If w: U 
do that, we can hammer out an honorable, durable peece- — I 
am sure of it — -a peace which is not a deetinatlon, an end 
in itself, but a frame, a oliiaate, a rare opportunity for mtn 
to build for themselves a better, richer, freer life* 
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
